Ado pt Reso lutio n 
Meeting late into the nig ht, the 
OAS Co uncil ado pted a reso lutio n 
in which it said its o n-the-scene 
inv estig atio n co mmissio n had re­ 
po rted “ a substantial part o f the 
war material was intro duced o v er 
the no rthern bo rder” o f Co sta 
Rica. Nicarag ua is Co sta RirVs 
so le neig hbo r to the no rth. The 
co mmissio n also repo rted to 
Oao 
headquarters here that a larg e 
part o f the “ military elements” 
came into Co sta Rica fro m Nicara­ 
g ua. 
Representing 21 
The Co uncil — representing the 
21 American republics—fo rmally 
co ndemned the attack o n Co sta 
Rica.

“M o thers-to -be sho u ld g et plenty 
o f 
su itable 
pro teins, 
v itamins, 
m inerals and g o o d leg u me hay . 
“Keep bro o d animals co m fo rta­ 
ble and clean, and in pro perly - 
v entilated qu arters. 
“Be su re the y o u ng are bo rn 
o n clean pastu re, o r in clean, dry , 
well-bedded qu arters, aw ay fro m 
drafts. 
“Near the end o f the g estatio n 
perio d, be o n hand so that if as­ 
sistance is needed in deliv ery , a 
v eterinarian can be called to dis­ 
infect the nav els o f the y o u ng . 
“Check u p to see that the new ­ 
bo rn nu rse pro perly . Calv es sho u ld 
g et the co w’s first milk. Baby pig s 
sho u ld hav e access to clean so d 
o r an iro n preparatio n which w’ill 
prev ent anemia. 
“Be alert fo r sig ns o f sco u ring 
. . . it may indicate o v er-feeding , 
impro per feeding , o r disease. 
“Hav e pig s v accinated ag ainst 
cho lera aro u nd weaning time. Al­ 
so . check with y o u r v eterinarian 
as to whether o ther sto ck may re­ 
qu ire v accinatio n. 
"If 
any 
u nex pected 
sickness 
sho u ld appear, g et an ex pert diag ­ 
no sis witho u t delay . Pro mpt actio n 
in this reg ard may mean the sav ­ 
ing o f many v alu able anim als.”

Within the nex t few mo nths 
many farm ers who hav e sto red 
so y beans o n their farms will hav e 
to make a decisio n reg arding the 
pro per time to sell these beans. 
In deciding the pro per time to sell 
! so y beans, it is necessary to lo o k 
at pro du ctio n, price behav io r, and 
ex po rts in o rder to accu rately es­ 
timate what prices are likely to do 
within the nex t three o r fo u r 
mo nths. 
U. S. so y bean pro du ctio n this 
y ear is estimated to be 338 m il­ 
lio n bu shels. This is 7 6 millio n 
bu shels mo re than pro du ctio n lari 
y ear and 38 millio n bu shels mo re 
than the all time reco rd cro p o f 
1952. 
All Time Hig h 
So y bean 
ex po rts 
du ring 
the 
marketing y ear j u 
s t ended 
reached 40 millio n bu shels which 
is an all tim e hig h, and pro spects 
are fo r ex po rts o f 50 millio n bu sh­ 
els in 1955. 
The price o f 
so y beans 
went 
do wn to $2.51 a bu shel du ring the 
mo nth o f September and since 
that time hav e risen to $2.57 . Or­ 
dinarily , with a cro p this size 
prices wo u ld hav e dro pped mu ch 
lo wer, bu t it has been estimated 
that farm ers hav e sto red fro m 


*4 to 1 3 o f the 1954 cro p o n the 
farm. This has kept prices fro m 
g o ing to lo w lev els. 
Many farm ers who hav e so y ­ 
beans in sto rag e at the present 
time will likely ho ld them u ntil 
the price reaches aro u nd $3 per 
bu shel. Few wo u ld sell fo r less 
and so me wo u ld ho ld fo r ev en 
hig her prices, becau se o f hig h do ­ 
mestic demand and larg e ex po rts. 
The am o u nt 
o f so y beans 
in 
trade channels is likely to ru n lo w 
befo re lo ng which will resu lt in 
indu stry bidding u p the price o f 
so y beans. This is likely to cau se 
a co nsiderable amo u nt 
o f 
so y ­ 
beans to mo v e o u t o f sto rag e o n 
farms and into co mmercial chan­ 
nels. This situ atio n co u ld easily 
happen a little earlier than last 
y ear and the hig h price in so y ­ 
beans co u ld be reached at the end 
o f March o r the first half o f April. 
Farmers sho u ld watch so y bean 
prices carefu lly and 
sell 
them 
when they think prices are at 
their hig hest. In the meantime, 
take a g o o d lo o k at the beans in 
sto rag e to be su re that the qu ality 
is no t deterio rating . If the beans 
are sto red in a metal bin, ex amine 
the to p 12 inches carefu lly . Usu al­ 
ly , if the to p lay er is in g o o d co n­ 
ditio n, the entire bin will be as 
hig h o r hig her in qu ality . If the 
to p lay er is caked o r ho t, take a 
sco o p and mix this lay er with the 
to p 36 inches o f g rain.

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N o other tractor tire gives 
so much for so low o price 


The 
pro sperity 
o f 
Mississippi 
men rises and falls, larg ely with 
the rise and fall in retu rns fro m 
cro ps. This is becau se nearly 9 0 
per cent o f the co u nty inco me is 
deriv ed fro m cro ps. These are o pe­ 
ning statements in the Co u nty Ex ­ 
tensio n Serv ice repo rt fo r 1954. 
Du ring the past y ear mo st cro ps 
su ffered fro m dry weather. Ho w­ 
ev er, farm ers made an increased 
u se o f practices that helped o ffset 
the effects o f the dro u th. They had 
j o v er 39,000 acres o f winter leg u me 
co v er cro ps to tu rn u nder in the 
1 spring o f 1954 as co mpared to 
abo u t 28,000 acres a y ear earlier. 
They u sed a little mo re co mmer­ 
cial fertilizer in 1954 than in 1953— 
co ntinu ing a trend that has been 
g o ing o n fo r the past ten y ears. 
The widespread practice o f to p 
dressing small g rain with nitro g en 
was impo rtant in pro du cing per 
acre y ields o f small g rain t h a t 
pro bably ex ceeded all prev io u s rec­ 
o rds. 
Co rn Yields Do wn — 
So me 10 0 Bushels 
Dry weather and ex cessiv e heat 
at a critical perio d resu lted in o ne 
o f the lo west av erag e co rn y ields 
in y ears. Yet by u sing a co mbina­ 
tio n o f fertilizatio n and spacing 
that is a dev elo pment o f recent 
y ears twelv e farm ers were able to 
qu ality fo r membership in the 100 
bu shel co rn clu b. Nine farm dem­ 
o nstratio ns made by co mparing 
co rn y ields at different planting 
rates ag ain indicated o f the so u nd­ 
ness o f rate o f planting reco mmen­ 
datio ns. These are that co rn be 
relativ ely thick where there is a 
pro spect fo r hig h y ields bu t that 
the rather wide spacing s o f fo rmer 
y ears are desirable where y ields 
u nder 40 bu shels are to be ex pect­ 
ed. 
The Balanced Farm ing Asso cia­ 
tio n had 53 members in the y ear 
ending last fall. The fact that nine 
o f the twelv e farm ers who qu ali­ 
fied fo r membership in the 100 
bu shel co m clu b, and mo re than 
half o f the cro p and so il m anag e­ 
m ent 
demo nstratio ns 
co ndu cted 
last y ear were by Balanced F arm ­ 
ing Asso ciatio n members is so me 
indicatio n o f the g o o d u se that 
members are making o f the better 
farm practices they are learning 
thro u g h Balanced Farm ing . 
Machinery and Irrig atio n 
Receiv e Attentio n 
Farm ers were g iv en mo re info r­ 
matio n abo u t irrig atio n in two co u n 
ty meeting s and by participatio n 
in a district wide meeting at Gid­ 
eo n in Au g u st. A co u nty farm m a­ 
chinery scho o l and a district co t­ 
to n picker machine scho o l arrang ­ 
ed by the Ex tensio n Serv ice g av e 
helpfu l 
su g g estio ns 
to so me 
in 
these day s o f increased farm me­ 
chanizatio n. Nine o f the fifteen co t­ 
to n g ins made su bstantial addi­ 
tio ns o r impro v ements to their 
equ ipment du ring the y ear. 
The Ex tensio n Serv ice co o perat­ 
ed with the Misso u ri Dro u th Relief 
Hay pro g ram resu lting in bring ing 
to the co u nty 43 cars o f needed 
hay fro m o ther states. Eig hteen 
dairy men attended a o ne day dairy 
scho o l when they were g u ests o f 
the Charlesto n Co mmercial Clu b at 
a no o n lu ncheo n. 
Insects Were Numero us 
1954 was a “bu g ” y ear. Perhaps 
in no o ther seaso n were ex tensio n 
ag ents called o n fo r help in co m­ 
bating as wide a v ariety o f insect 
pests. Perhaps the mo st sev ere o u t­ 
break o f army wo rms ev er ex peri­ 
enced in the co u nty was su ccessfu l­ 
ly met by the applicatio n o f new 
su perio r insecticides and the splen­ 
did co o peratio n o f co mmercial air­ 
plane applicato rs. Had we had no 
better insecticides o r means o f ap­ 
ply ing them than ex isted ten y ears 
ag o , it is pro bable that the small 
g rain 
and pastu re cro ps wo u ld 
hav e been a near to tal if no t a 
to tal lo ss. 
Ro u nded Pro g ram Fo r 4-H 
Eig ht v o lu nteer adu lt 4-H clu b 
leaders helped 46 members with 
their pro jects which inclu ded: clo ­ 
thing , fo o ds, co tto n, co rn, and v eg e­ 
table pro du ctio n, ho g s, po u ltry , and 
ju nio r leadership. A nu mber o f 
ev ents became a part o f 4-H clu b 
wo rk in additio n to the strictly 
pro ject o r wo rk part. There were 
trainin meeting s fo r leaders and 
o fficers, 
a 
co u nty 
Achiev ement 
Day , a 4-H Su nday Observ ance and 
a three day camp fo r training and 
recreatio n o n Lake Wappapello , a 
co u nty -wide “fu n nig ht,” and a fin­ 
al reco g nitio n party where awards 


were g iv en o u t fo r achiev ements. 
Co u nty winners in demo nstratio ns 
and o ther activ ities participated in 
district ev ents.

The answer is a g erminatio n 
test u nless it bears a tag with a re-

No Difference in Two Fescues 
In talking to T. P. McClo skey , 
Jr., who has Kentu cky 31 fescu e 
seed fo r sale, he tells me that he 
finds that so me farm ers think that 
Kentu cky 31 fescu e is mo re desir­ 
able than the Alta fescu e and so me 
think that it do esn’t m ake any dif­ 
ference. I believ e I hav e had a few 
farm ers inqu ire abo u t so u rces o f 
Alta fescu e ex pressing the o pinio n 
that it is to be desired o v er Ken­ 
tu cky 31. 
All tests and o bserv atio ns by 
midwest ex periment statio ns fail 
to rev eal any difference in the two 
fescu es. This, o f co u rse, means that 
it may be pro per to call these fes­ 
cu es by either name since there is 
apparently no difference in them 
any way . 
Two adjacent plo ts were seeded 
o n the Sikesto n ex perim ent field 
sev eral y ears ag o —o ne being seed­ 
ed with what was su ppo sed to be 
Kentu cky 31 o rig inating in Kentu c­ 
ky , ami the o ther Alta fescu e o rig ­ 
inating in Idaho . Du ring the first 
three y ears, there was no apparent 
difference in the appearance o f 
g ro wth made by the two p l o t s .

Treatment fo r Cattle Grubs 
Jo hn Do wling repo rts that he has 
a nu mber o f cattle heav ily infested 
with cattle g ru bs. It is no t u nu su al 
fo r g ru bs to be sho wing u p in the 
backs o f cattle at this tim e o f the 
y ear. In fact the pest is so wide­ 
spread that the United States De­ 
partm ent o f Ag ricu ltu re estimates 
the co st to the liv esto ck indu stry 
at $50,000,000 o r mo re per y ear. 
The damag e co mes larg ely by the 
effect that the pests hav e in redu c­ 
ing the v alu e o f the hides. 
The mo st practical treatm ent is 
to u se a spray co ntaining 7 % po u nd 
o f cu bs o r derris po wder which co n­ 
tains 5 per cent Ro teno ne to 
10 0 
g allo ns o f water. The first treat­ 
ment sho u ld be applied abo u t three 
weeks after the first g ru b ho les o r 
no ticed in the backs o f the cattle. 
This u su ally means that in this 
area the first treatm ent sho u ld be 
applied abo u t Jan. 15. This sho u ld' 
be fo llo wed by a seco nd treatm ent 
in abo u t 3 day s. 
So me with o nly a few animals 
prefer to u se a du st made by mix ­ 
ing o ne po u nd o f cu be o r derris 
po wder to two po u nds o f du sting 
su lphu r. It is im po rtant that this 
du st be ru bbed well into the hair 
so that it reaches the skin. 
A new treatm ent is being tested 
bu t is no t y et ready to be g enerally 
reco mmended. It co nsists o f mak­ 
ing injectio ns o f a pho sphate co m­ 
po u nd.

Irrigation of farm lands entails 
considerably more than the mere 
purchase of a pump, pipes a n d 
sprinkler heads, Bill Murphy, field 
crops specialist of the College of 
Agriculture, Columbia, told 75 irri­ 
gation equipment dealers and well 
contractors at a meeting h e r e 
Thursday night. In developing his 
topic, “Some Cropping Factors to 
Consider in Planning Irrigation,” 
Murphy told his listeners that it is 
necessary to plan irrigation sys­ 
tems to comply with the crops 
planted and the amount of water 
available. Experts have determin­ 
ed, he said, that the well should 
have a capacity of delivering a 
minimum of seven and a half gal­ 
lons per minute per acre so for a 
hundred acre tract of land the wa­ 
ter source should be capable of de­ 
livering 750 gallons per minute per 
acre. 
This amount, he went on, is bas­ 
ed on the primary crops: i.e. those 
crops on the farm that it is intend­ 
ed to fully irrigate. 
Secondary Crops 
Secondary crops — those crops 
which it is planned to irrigate only 
when time, labor and the capacity 
of the well will per m it should al- 
i so be taken into consideration when 
1 planning an irrigation system. 
Corn and cotton should have a 
minimum of six inches of water 
during the growing season and oc­ 
casionally this should be increased 
to from 8 to 10 inches. 
Soybeans and sorghums should 
have from to 8 inches of water as 
a minimum and occasionally 10 to 
12 inches. 
| 
Alfalfa and permanent pastures 
should get a minimum of ten inches 
with occasionally as much as 20 
inches and sudan grass should get 
8 inches and sometimes up to 12 
inches. 
Consequently, Murphy said, the 
total water supply should be ample 
to supply a ilow to meet the re­ 
quirements indicated. 
Marshall Christie, soils specialist 
with the College of Agriculture, in 
discussing irrigation and its rela­ 
tion to soils, said it was necessary 
t to consider four main factors: 
j 
1. First determine the exchange 
capacity of the soil; its ability to 
hold plant nutrients; 
2. Determine the water holding 
capacity; 
3. Determine the infiltration rate 
and 
4. Take into consideration the 
experience of the farm er with the 
physical character of the soil. 
These require, of course, soil an­ 
alysis, he went on and the exten­ 
sion service will be glad to furnish 
them soil analysis can be made at 
the office of any county extension 
agent. 
Herman Hall, agricultural engi­ 
neer for the extension service of 
the College of Agriculture, the third 
specialist from the College of Ag­ 
riculture introduced on the pro­ 
gram, spoke on the technical side 
of planning irrigation systems.

Home Accounts 
Help Families 
Spend Wisely 


Spending 
the 
family 
income 
wisely is one of the most import­ 
ant activities of the home and 
i one of the greatest responsibilities 
of the homemaker. Money is well 
I spent if there is a good balance 
between that used for necessities, 
comforts, and luxuries, according 
to Tom Stroup, Scott County agent. 
There 
is 
no 
“average” 
or 
“proper” amount that should be 
spent for any item, so that means 
there is no definite pattern of 
spending. Each family must de­ 
velop its own. Good records of 
receipts 
and 
expenditures 
are 
very im portant for families in­ 
terested in wise spending. You 
think you know what you spend 
without writing it down, but when 
you see it in black and white— 
opportunities for cuts, shifts, and 
readjustm ents 
in 
spending 
are 
easier to plan. 
Accounts help us to see the re­ 
lation between income and ex­ 
penses, enable families to stop un­ 
necessary leaks, 
eliminate 
hap­ 
hazard buying, give a clearer idea 
of family financial problems, and 
teach children principles of money 
management, Stroup said. 
It is true that financial records 
are needed in making income tax 
returns, but there is much more 
to be gained from keeping ac­ 
counts than just for this reason. 
Home accounts can be simply 
done without taking a great deal 
of time. However, there are some 
mechanics that should be consid­ 
ered. For instance, the success of 
account keeping may depend on 
little things like having a suitable 
account book and a pencil in a 
convenient place, providing a clip 
to hold bills, receipts, or notes 
with figures to be entered later, 
or having a file in which to keep 
them. Some families find it help­ 
ful to appoint one member, per­ 
haps a teenage boy or girl, to keep 
the record. No m atter who does it, 
the cooperation of the whole fam­ 
ily is essential. 
The best form for the account 
book will depend on the purpose 
the accounts are to serve. I’d like 
to recommend our Missouri Loose- 
leaf Farm and Home Record Book, 
but this m atter is to be decided by 
the family, said Stroup. However, 
these books are available at cost 
at the extension office in Benton. 
January is here, and now’s a 
good time to start your account 
for 1955. 


I believe you will agree with me I 
at the end of the year that home! 
accounts are of great value to you ( 
by showing where your

and fourth years.

leader need not be an experienced 
electrician . . . just someone with 
a general knowledge of electricity 
and who is interested in doing the 
work.

With more and more electricity 
being used on farms and in homes 
. . . this project should prove 
very useful to 4-H. boys and girls. 
Another project which should 
be interesting 
and 
valuable 
is 
vegetable production. This pro-1 
ject can consist of a garden with 
all types of vegetables . . . or the j 
4-H’er can specialize in one crop 
such as tomatoes, or any other 
one vegetable. 
Most members who choose one 
vegetable as their project select j 
tomatoes because the possibilities 
are greater than with any other 
one vegetable. 
Then too 
there 
are 
special j 
awards for those who do an out- \ 
standing job in either of these j 
projects. On the County level in j 
the Garden project there are gold j 
filled medals available. An all-1

The Assembly was summoned to 
hear the sensational confession of 
Ruben Miro, a prominent lawyer, 
that he carried out the shooting of 
Remon at a race track here on 
Jan. 2 with Guizado’s full knowl­ 
edge. Guizado, as 1st vice president 
became President immediately aft­ 
er the killing. 
Under house arrest since yester­ 
day, he assailed Miro’s story as 
“senseless.” 
Wanted Leave 
Guizado had asked the Assembly 
for a leave of absence pending in­ 
vestigation of the charges against 
him. 
But the lawmakers turned down 
the request after hearing a cham­ 
ber clerk read the confession from 
Miro, who said he was the man 
who fired into a lighted enclosure 
at the race track, killing President 
Remon and two others. 
Arias, who also is the foreign 
minister, was sworn into office at 
7:16 a.m. 
Miro’s confession said the mur­ 
der plot was carried out at the in­ 
stigation and with the knowledge 
of Guizado and the latter’s busi­ 
ness partner, Rodolfo Saint Malo. 
It said Guizado’s son Jose Ramon 
Jr., also was in the plot. 
The younger Guizado, Saint Malo 
and Tomas Nieves Perez, another 
member of the construction firm 
headed by the president, were ar­ 
rested yesterday. 
Miro said he had been prom­ 
ised the government and justice 
ministry in the national Cabinet 
as his reward for the assassination 
of Remon, He said no money was 
involved. 
According 
to

confession, 
made 
to 
authorities 
yesterday, 
Miro carried out the killing alone. 
He said he borrowed the machine- 
gun used in the shooting from a 
Panamanian who formerly attend­ 
ed a technical school in Guate­ 
mala. 
Confession Read 
Miro’s confession was read by 
the Assembly’s clerk to the spe­ 
cial session, which began only a 
few hours after Guizado sent the 
chamber’s president his request 
for a leave. 
Guizado acted after Cabinet min­ 
isters called at his police-guarded 
home to inform him officially of 
the charges against him. The pres­ 
ident reportedly asked to be given 
until 9 a.m. to decide his next 
step 
but 
authorities 
apparently 
were determined to press for his 
removal from office. 
In his message to the Assembly, 
Guizado said he was asking f o r 
the leave “until the acts imputed 
to me through the senseless dec­ 
larations made by Ruben Miro are 
cleared up." 
A lawyer in his early 40s, Miro 
is widelv known as an “official 
defender” — a legal officer whose 
duty it is to defend persons too 
poor to afford counsel.

Saving Pointers 
For Calf, Lamb 
And Pig Crops 
A scries of pig, calf, and lam b- 
saving pointers, to help farm ers 
bring through a larger percentage 
of the new year’s crop of infant 
anim als was offered here today 
by authorities of the Am erican 
Foundation for Anim al H ealth. 
“Be sure that m other anim als 
got top notch rations, so they can 
n u rtu re strong, healthy young,” 
the Foundation's pointers suggest. 
“M others-to-be should get plenty 
of 
suitable 
proteins, 
vitam ins, 
m inerals and good legum e hay. 
“Keep brood anim als com forta­ 
ble and clean, and in properly- 
ventilated quarters. 
“Be sure the young are born 
on clean pasture, or in clean, dry, 
w ell-bedded quarters, aw ay from 
drafts. 
“Near the end of the gestation 
period, be on hand so th at if as­ 
sistance is needed in delivery, a 
veterinarian can be called to dis­ 
infect the navels of the young. 
“Check up to see th at the new ­ 
born nurse properly. Calves should 
get the cow’s first m ilk. Baby pigs 
should have access to clean sod 
or an iron preparation which will 
prevent anem ia. 
“Be alert for signs of scouring 
. . . it m ay indicate over-feeding, 
im proper feeding, or disease. 
"H ave pigs vaccinated against 
cholera around w eaning time. A l­ 
so. check w ith your veterinarian 
as to w hether other stock m ay re ­ 
quire vaccination.

In deciding the proper tim e to sell 
soybeans, it is necessary to look 
at production, price behavior, and 
exports in order to accurately es­ 
tim ate w hat prices are likely to do 
w ithin the next three or four 
months. 
U. S. soybean production this 
! year is estim ated to be 338 m il­ 
lion bushels. This is 76 million 
bushels m ore than production lant 
year and 38 million bushels more 
than the all tim e record crop of 
1952. 
All Time High 
Soybean 
exports 
during 
the 
m arketing year j u s t ended 
reached 40 million bushels which 
is an all tim e high, and prospects 
are for exports of 50 m illion bush­ 
els in 1955. 
The price of 
soybeans 
went 
down to $2.51 a bushel during the 
month of Septem ber and since 
that tim e have risen to $2.57. O r­ 
dinarily, w ith a crop this size 
prices would have dropped much 
lower, but it has been estim ated 
that farm ers have stored 
from 
h to 1 3 of the 1954 crop on the 
farm . This has kept prices from 
going to low levels. 
Many farm ers who have soy­ 
beans in storage at the present 
tim e will likely hold them until 
the price reaches around $3 per 
bushel. Few would sell for less 
and some would hold for even 
higher prices, because of high do­ 
mestic dem and and large exports. 
The am ount 
of soybeans 
in 
trade channels is likely to run low 
before long which will result in 
industry bidding up the price of 
soybeans. This is likely to cause 
a considerable am ount

their highest. In the m eantim e, 
take a good look at the beans in 
storage to be sure that the quality 
is not deteriorating. If the beans 
are stored in a m etal bin, exam ine 
the top 12 inches carefully. U sual­ 
ly, if the top layer is in good con­ 
dition, the entire bin will be as 
high or higher in quality. If the 
top layer is caked or hot, take a 
scoop and mix this layer w ith the 
top 36 inches of grain.

Saving Pointers 
For Calf, Lamb 
And Pig Crops 
A series of pig, calf, and lamb- 
saving pointers, to help farmers 
bring through a larger percentage 
of the new year’s crop of infant 
anim als was offered here today 
by authorities of the American 
Foundation for Animal Health. 
“Be sure that mother animals 
get top notch rations, so they can 
nurture strong, healthy young,” 
the Foundation’s pointers suggest. 
“M others-to-be should get plenty 
of 
suitable 
proteins, 
vitamins, 
minerals and good legume hay. 
“Keep brood animals com forta­ 
ble and clean, and in properly- 
ventilated quarters. 
“Be sure the young are born 
on clean pasture, or in clean, dry, 
well-bedded quarters, away from 
drafts. 
“Near the end of the gestation 
period, be on hand so that if as­ 
sistance is needed in delivery, a 
veterinarian can be called to dis­ 
infect the navels of the young. 
“Check up to see that the new ­ 
born nurse properly. Calves should 
get the cow’s first milk. Baby pigs 
should have access to clean sod 
or an iron preparation which will 
prevent anemia. 
"Be alert for signs of scouring 
. . it may indicate over-feeding, 
improper feeding, or disease. 
“Have pigs vaccinated against 
cholera around weaning time. Al­ 
so, check with your veterinarian 
as to whether other stock may re­ 
quire vaccination. 
“If 
any 
unexpected 
sickness 
should appear, get an expert diag­ 
nosis without delay. Prompt action 
in this regard may mean the sav­ 
ing of many valuable animals.”

Within the next few months 
many farm ers who have stored 
soybeans on their farms will have 
to make a decision regarding the' 
proper time to sell these beans. 
In deciding the proper time to sell 
soybeans, it is necessary to look 
at production, price behavior, and 
exports in order to accurately es­ 
timate what prices are likely to do 
within the next three or four 
months. 
U. S. soybean production this 
year is estimated to be 338 mil­ 
lion bushels. This is 76 million 
bushels more than production last 
year and 38 million bushels more 
than the all time record crop of 
1952. 
j 
All Time High 
Soybean 
exports 
during 
the 
marketing year j u s t ended 
reached 40 million bushels which 
is an all time high, and prospects 
are for exports of 50 million bush­ 
els in 1955. 
The price of 
soybeans 
went 
down to $2.51 a bushel during the 
month of September and since 
that time have risen to $2.57. Or­ 
dinarily, with a crop this size 
prices would have dropped much 
lower, but it has been estimated 
that farmers have stored from 
to I 3 of the 1954 crop on the 
farm. This has kept prices from 
going to low levels. 
Many farmers who have soy­ 
beans in storage at the present 
time will likely hold them until 
the price reaches around $3 per 
bushel. Few would sell for less 
and some would hold for even 
higher prices, because of high do­ 
mestic demand and large exports. 
The amount 
of soybeans 
in 
trade channels is likely to run low 
before long which will result in 
industry bidding up the price of 
soybeans. This is likely to cause 
a considerable amount 
of 
soy­ 
beans to move out of storage on 
farms and into commercial chan­ 
nels. This situation could easily 
happen a little earlier than last 
year and the high price in soy­ 
beans could be reached at the end 
of March or the first half of April. 
Farmers should watch soybean 
prices carefully and 
sell 
them 
when they think prices are at 
their highest. In the meantime, 
take a good look at the beans in 
storage to be sure that the quality 
is not deteriorating. If the beans 
are stored in a metal bin, examine 
the top 12 inches carefully. Usual­ 
ly, if the top layer is in good con­ 
dition, the entire bin will be as 
high or higher in quality. If the 
top layer is caked or hot, take a 
scoop and mix this layer with the 
top 36 inches of grain.

The

men rises and falls, largely with 
the rise and fall in returns from 
crops. This is because nearly 90 
per cent of the county income is 
derived from crops. These are ope­ 
ning statements in the County Ex­ 
tension Service report for 1954. 
During the past year most crops 
suffered from dry weather. How­ 
ever, farmers made an increased 
use of practices that helped offset 
the effects of the drouth. They had 
over 39,000 acres of winter legume 
cover crops to turn under in the 
spring of 1954 as compared to 
about 28.000 acres a year earlier. 
They used a little more commer­ 
cial fertilizer in 1954 than in 1953— 
continuing a trend that has been 
going on for the past ten years. 
The widespread practice of top 
dressing small grain with nitrogen 
was important in producing per 
acre yields of small grain t h a t 
probably exceeded all previous rec­ 
ords. 
Corn Yields Down — 
Some IOO Bushels 
Dry weather and excessive heat 
at a critical period resulted in one 
of the lowest average corn yields 
in years. Yet by using a combina­ 
tion of fertilization and spacing 
that is a development of recent 
years twelve farm ers were able to 
quality for membership in the IOO 
bushel corn club. Nine farm dem­ 
onstrations 
made by comparing 
corn yields at different planting 
rates again indicated of the sound­ 
ness of rate of planting recommen­ 
dations. These are that corn be 
relatively thick where there is a 
prospect for high yields but that 
the rather wide spacings of former 
years are desirable where yields 
under 40 bushels are to be expect­ 
ed. 
The Balanced Farm ing Associa­ 
tion had 53 members in the year 
ending last fall. The fact that nine 
of the twelve farm ers who quali­ 
fied for membership in the 
IOO 
bushel corn club, and more than 
half of the crop and soil m anage­ 
ment 
demonstrations 
conducted 
last year were by Balanced Farm ­ 
ing Association members is some 
indication of the good use that 
members are making of the better 
farm practices they are learning 
through Balanced Farming. 
Machinery and Irrigation 
Receive Attention 
Farm ers were given more infor­ 
mation about irrigation in two coun 
ty meetings and by participation 
in a district wide meeting at Gid­ 
eon in August. A county farm m a­ 
chinery school and a district cot­ 
ton picker machine school arrang­ 
ed by the Extension Service gave 
helpful 
suggestions 
to some 
in 
these days of increased farm me­ 
chanization. Nine of the fifteen cot­ 
ton gins made substantial addi­ 
tions or improvements to their 
equipment during the year. 
The Extension Service cooperat­ 
ed with the Missouri Drouth Relief 
Hay program resulting in bringing 
to the county 43 cars of needed 
hay from other states. Eighteen 
dairymen attended a one day dairy 
school when they were guests of 
the Charleston Commercial Club at 
a noon luncheon. 
Insects Were Numerous 
1954 was a “bug” year. Perhaps 
in no other season were extension 
agents called on for help in com­ 
bating as wide a variety of insect 
pests. Perhaps the most severe out­ 
break of army worms ever experi­ 
enced in the county was successful­ 
ly met by the application of new 
superior insecticides and the splen­ 
did cooperation of commercial air­ 
plane applicators. Had we had no 
better insecticides or means of ap­ 
plying them than existed ten years 
ago, it is probable that the small 
grain 
and pasture crops would 
have been a near total if not a 
total loss. 
Rounded Program For 4-H 
Eight volunteer adult 4-H club 
leaders helped 46 members with 
their projects which included: clo­ 
thing, foods, cotton, corn, and vege­ 
table production, hogs, poultry, and 
junior leadership. A number of 
events became a part of 4-H club 
work in addition to the strictly 
project or work part.

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Several farm ers who have been 
in during the past few’ days inquir­ 
ing for sources of seed remind me 
that this is a mighty timely job 
for those farm ers who do not 
already have their sexed. One rea­ 
son is that in the long run seed can 
be bought at a lower price in Jan ­ 
uary than in March and April. A 
second point in favor of early buy­ 
ing that applies particularly to 
scarce items is that it may not be 
available later. For example, I be­ 
lieve that I remember that one or 
two farm ers were looking for the 
new Climax variety of lespedeza 
seed about seeding time last year 
Weeks after the only seed we knew 
about had already been sold. 
But the seed job may not be 
completed by merely getting it on 
hand. The next question is, will it 
grow-? The answer is a germination 
test unless it bears a tag with a re­ 
liable germination test on it. Haste 
in getting germination tests is par­ 
ticularly desirable. Most laborator­ 
ies become more or less swamped 
with samples by middle February. 
In fact the College of Agriculture 
at Columbia will not guarantee 
prompt service on samples receiv­ 
ed after February I. Germination 
tests may be secured at the Colum­ 
bia laboratory or at the laboratory 
m aintained by the State Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture at Jefferson 
City without charge. Samples may 
be sent direct to these laboratories 
or may be brought to our office. Of 
course, there are a number of com­ 
mercial seed testing laboratories 
that do testing work for farm ers 
at a reasonable charge. 
Most laboratories like quart sam ­ 
ples of cotton, soybeans, and oats. 
Pints are sufficient for lespedeza 
clover and other small seeds. 


No Difference in Two Fescues 
In talking to T. P. McCloskey, 
Jr., who has Kentucky 31 fescue 
seed for sale, he tells me that he 
finds that some farm ers think that 
Kentucky 31 fescue is more desir­ 
able than the Alta fescue and some 
think that it doesn’t make any dif­ 
ference. I believe I have had a few 
farm ers inquire about sources of 
Alta fescue expressing the opinion 
that it is to be desired over Ken­ 
tucky 31. 
All tests and observations by 
midwest experiment stations fail 
to reveal any difference in the two 
fescues. This, of course, means that 
it may be proper to call these fes­ 
cues by either name since there is 
apparently no difference in them 
anyway. 
Two adjacent plots were seeded 
on the Sikeston experiment field 
several years ago—one being seed­ 
ed with what wras supposed to be 
Kentucky 31 originating in Kentuc­ 
ky, and the other Alta fescue orig­ 
inating in Idaho. During the first 
three years, there was no apparent 
difference in the appearance of 
growth made by the two p l o t s . 
However, in the fourth year, the 
grass had an attack of some kind 
of rust. It may have been slightly 
worse on the Alta than the Ken­ 
tucky 31 plot. 


Treatment for Cattle Grubs 
John Dowling reports that he has 
a number of cattle heavily infested 
with cattle grubs. It is not unusual 
for grubs to be . showing up in the 
backs of cattle at this time of the 
year. In fact tho pest is so wide­ 
spread that the United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture estim ates 
the cost to the livestock industry 
at $50,000,000 or more per year. 
The damage comes largely by the 
effect that the pests have in reduc­ 
ing the value of the hides. 
The most practical treatm ent is 
to use a spray containing 7*4 pound 
of cubs or derris powder which con­ 
tains 5 per cent Rotenone to IOO 
gallons of water. The first treat­ 
ment should be applied about three 
weeks after the first grub holes or 
noticed in the backs of the cattle. 
This usually means that in this 
area the first treatm ent should be 
applied about Jan. 15. This should* 
be followed by a second treatm ent 
in about 3 days. 
Some with only a few animals 
prefer to use a dust made by mix­ 
ing one pound of cube or derris 
powder to two pounds of dusting 
sulphur. It is important that this 
dust be rubbed well into the hair 
so that it reaches the skin. 
A new treatm ent is being tested 
but is not yet ready to be generally 
recommended. It consists of mak­ 
ing injections of a phosphate com­ 
pound.

Finley Thompson tells me that he 
had excellent success, solving this 
problem last year by having his 
corn sprayed by airplane after it 
had fully matured with a Penta- 
chlorophenol solution some weeks 
before the corn w'as harvested. He 
said that the spray completely kill­ 
ed the vines so that they broke up 
readily and did not interfere with 
the corn picker. He reports that 
the cost of getting this spraying 
done by airplane was about $2.50 
per acre.

The MDDC executive said the 
organization had the surveys made 
to provide current labor informa­ 
tion for several companies investi­ 
gating the bootheel of Missouri as 
a possible site for new plants.

Irrigation of farm lands entails 
considerably more than the mere 
purchase of a pump, pipes a n d 
sprinkler heads, Bill Murphy, field 
crops specialist of the College of 
Agriculture, Columbia, told 75 irri­ 
gation equipment dealers and well 
contractors at a 
meeting h e r e 
Thursday night. In developing his 
topic, “ Some Cropping Factors to 
Consider in Planning Irrigation,” 
Murphy told his listeners that it is 
necessary to plan irrigation sys­ 
tems to comply with the crops 
planted and the amount of water 
available. Experts have determin­ 
ed, he said, that the well should 
have a capacity of delivering a 
minimum of seven and a half gal­ 
lons per minute per acre so for a 
hundred acre tract of land the wa­ 
ter source should be capable of de­ 
livering 750 gallons per minute per 
acre. 
This amount, he went on, is bas­ 
ed on the prim ary crops: i.e. those 
crops on the farm that it is intend­ 
ed to fully irrigate. 
Secondary Crops 
Secondary crops — those crops 
which it is planned to irrigate only 
when time, labor and the capacity 
of the well will per mit should al­ 
so be taken into consideration when 
planning an irrigation system. 
Corn and cotton should have a 
minimum of six inches of water 
during the growing season and oc­ 
casionally this should be increased 
to from 8 to 10 inches. 
Soybeans and sorghums should 
have from to 8 inches of water as 
a minimum and occasionally 10 to 
12 inches. 
Alfalfa and perm anent pastures 
should get a minimum of ton inches 
with occasionally as much as 20 
inches and sudan grass should get 
8 inches and sometimes up to 12 
inches. 
Consequently, Murphy said, the 
total water supply should be ample 
to supply a flow to meet the re­ 
quirements indicated. 
Marshall Christie, soils specialist 
with the College of Agriculture, in 
discussing irrigation and its rela­ 
tion to soils, said it was necessary 
to consider four main factors: 
1. First determine the exchange 
capacity of the soil; its ability to 
hold plant nutrients; 
2. Determine the water holding 
capacity; 
3. Determine the infiltration rate 
and 
4. Take into consideration the 
experience of the farm er with the 
physical character of the soil. 
These require, of course, soil an­ 
alysis, he went on and the exten­ 
sion service will be glad to furnish 
them soil analysis can be made at 
the office of any county extension 
agent. 
Herman Hall, agricultural engi­ 
neer for the extension service of 
the College of Agriculture, the third 
specialist from the College of Ag­ 
riculture introduced on the pro­ 
gram, spoke on the technical side 
of planning irrigation systems. A- 
mone other things he said that it 
is estimated that wells should be 
from 100 to 125 feet deep for centrif­ 


ugal pump operation and for some 
turbine pump operations.

Accounts help us to see the re­ 
lation between income and ex ­ 
penses, enable families to stop un­ 
necessary leaks, 
eliminate 
hap­ 
hazard buying, give a clearer idea 
of family financial problems, and 
teach children principles of money 
managem ent, Stroup said. 
It is true that financial records 
are needed in making income tax 
returns, but there is m uch more 
to be gained from keeping ac­ 
counts than just for this reason. 
Home accounts can be simply 
done without taking a great deal 
of time. However, there are some 
mechanics that should be consid­ 
ered. For instance, the success of 
account keeping may depend on 
little things like having a suitable 
account book and a pencil in a 
convenient place, providing a clip 
to hold bills, receipts, or notes 
with figures to be entered later, 
or having a file in which to keep 
them. Some families find it help­ 
ful to appoint one member, per­ 
haps a teenage boy or girl, to keep 
the record.
